HE Court of Criminal Appeal refused the 
T application of James Fennell, a private 
in the Defence Forces, for leave to 
appeal from his conviction of the murder of 
Sergeant Ryan, at Collins Barracks, Cork, 
“last February. 
- The Court fixed Friday, August 9, as the 
date of execution. 


GROUNDS OF APPEAL 


The grounds of appeal were that the trial 
judge had wrongly admitted in evidence a 
statement made by Fennell to a Ga 
sergeant while Sergeant Ryan still was alive; 
that he had misdirected the jury when he 
told them that in ofder to entitle 
them to bring in a verdict of 
“guilty, but insane,” the defence should 
satisfy them beyond reasonable doubt that 


act was committed. and that the verdict was 
against the evidence and the weight of the 
evidence. 
The Chief Justice, delivering the judgment 
of the court, said that the statement made 
Fennell had been received in evidence 7 
the President of the High Court at the trial, 


was that at the time when the statement was 
made Sergeant be wae was alive, and that, 
having been en at a time when 
F could not have been charged with 
murder, it was not admissible on the trial 
for murder. 

The point, briefly, was that if Fennell had

INSANITY QUESTION 


Dealing with the ground that the trial 
judge had misdirected the jury on the 
uestion of onus of proof of insanity, the 
Chief Justice said that two mental experts 
were called with the object of establishing 
that Fennell was insane at the time of the 
occurrence. 

One of the phrases in the President’s 
charge to the jury. which had been repeated 


committed. No objection had been taken at 


that it had been permitted to be raised. 
In the opimon of the court, the charge of 


had been used, in a charge marked with 
conspicuous fairness, the judge also had said: 
‘“‘It is your duty not to convict the prisoner 
if you are satisfied that he has established 
to your satisfaction that he was not respon- 
sible for his acta.” In another place he 
said: “ A man is presumed to be sane and 


contrary is proved to your satisfaction.” 

f the onus, according to the authorities, 
was to be established ‘‘clearly’’ or 
“specifically,” or ' to the reasonable 
satisfaction of the jury,” it was, in the 
opinion of the Court, only chopping logic to 
say that in that case the use of the words 
“beyond reasonable doubt' added any 
greater burden to the onus on the accused 
man. That ground of appeal could not be 
sustained. | 

It had. been submitted on behalf of Fennell 
that that Court, in addition to setting aside 
the conviction for murder, should exercise the 
power given it under Section 35 of the Courts 
of Justice Act, 1924, and order Fennel] to be 
kept in custody as a criminal lunatic in the 
same manner as if the verdict had been found 
by the jury to that effect. In other words, 
that that Court should, on the evidence, after 
setting aside the verdict, find that Fennell 
was insane at the time of the occurrence. 


A NARROW ISSUE 


That ground of appeal, in the end, turned 
upon a very narrow issue. A question of fact 
was always for the jury, especially in a 
criminal case, and the Court should not 
lightly interfere with their finding. Apart 
from the presumption of sanity, there was a 
considerable body of evidence, which was 
submitted to the jury, as showing that 
Fennell was sane. 

The jury, after two hours’ consideration, 
had held Fennell to be sane, and found a 
verdict of guilty of murder, with a 
strong recommendation to mercy, That Court 
was of the opinion that the testimony of the 
mental experts, either considered by itself 
and fully tested by cross-examination, or 
when weighed against the lay testimony of 
sanity, was not so convincing or coercive as 
to compel a jury of reasonable men to accept 
it. 

“ If,” concluded the Chief Justice, ‘* the 
Court is bound to go farther, and. dischdrge 
the statutory duty under Section 35 of the 
Act of 1994. arising when the question of 
insanity is raised ore it on appeal, it 
does not appear to, this Court that the 
accused man was insane at the time the act 
was done, so as not to be responsible, accord- 
ing to law.”

The Balkan Tangle 


What is happening to Germany's 
widely-advertised invasion .of Great 
Britain? After the collapse of France it 
was expected that Herr Hitler would lose 
as little time as possible in his attack on 
England—particularly as his Propaganda 
Department had announced the date of a 
general peace for August 15th. Last week 
he gave Mr. Winston Churchill one last 
chance to capitulate; and, when the 
British Government. did not accept his 
offer without further ado, most people 
expected that the long-threatened attack 
would be launched immediately. Yet 
nothing much has happened. The 
Germans have been continuing, and to 
some extent intensifying, their aerial 
attacks on Great Britain; but, so far, 
there has been no attempt at-a large-scale 
bombardment. Furthermore,. as the 
autumn appreaches, the prospects of a 
successful invasion either by sea or by air 
must diminish, Unless the Germans 
attack in force during the next couple of 
weeks, they will be compelled to face 
another winter of war, and the whole 
purpose of the Blitzkrieg was to force 4 
decision before the end of next month. 
Herr Hitler has had all his arrangements 
ready for many months. . Hitherto his 
campaigns have gone smoothly according 
to plan; there have been no hitches, and 
his generals’ time schedule has been main- 
tained with almost uncanny accuracy. We 
may assume, therefore, that the delay in 
the Germans’ attack on Great Britain is 
due to no lack of proper organisation, and 
the rumour that there is dissension 
between Herr Hitler and his generals re- 
garding the modus operandi may be 
‘ignored. Is it not more likely that the 
reason must be sought el. ewhere—that 
Herr Hitler has discovered an ‘unexpected 
problem in his rear which he is anxious to 
solve before he tackles the strongly- 
fortified Great Britain? Germany is not 
certain of Russia. Herr von Ribbentrop’s 
hasty pact, with the Soviets was most 
useful, to Herr Hitler last September, 
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inasmuch as it enabled him ‘to dispose of | s

Not only does he fear a Russian coup in 
Sub-Carpathian Ruthenia or the Dobrudja, 
with a consequent extension of the war to 
the entire peninsula; he also is anxious

maintained if hostilities should be raging 
in the Balkans. Determined efforts are 
being made, “ therefore, according to 
German reports, “ to regulate. and stabilise 
eonditions in South-Eastern Europe in a 
peaceful manner.” Some days ago Herr 
Hitler summoned representative statesmen 
from Rumania and Bulgaria to Germany. 
He received them in the company of Herr 


von Ribbentrop at Salzburg, and evidently | 
told them that there must be no inter- | 
ference with the stetus quo in the 
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until Germany should have settled her 
account with the Bnmtish. He already 
has warned the Magyars that they must 
not attempt to recover Transylvania by 
force of arms. Now he has sent for that 
quaint couple, Monsignor Tiso and M. 
Tuka, the Slovak leaders, who contributed 
in such noteworthy fashion to the dis- 
memberment of the Czecho-Slovak Republic 
sixteen months ago. With the approach 
of the Russians to the borders of Slovakia, 
Slovak opinion has undergone a curious 
change. The Sloyaks may not be par- 
ticularly enamoured of the Czechs, who 
are their closest kinsfolk; but they hate 
the Germans almost as much as they hate 
the Hungarians, and, being Slavs. have a 
deep affinity with the Russians. A Soviet 
invasion of Ruthenia almost certainly 
would have instant repercussions in 
Slovakia. and evidently Herr Hitler is 
determined that Messrs. Tiso and Tuka 


shall toe the line before there is any 
danger of a Russian move. Yesterday the 


Rumanian Government confiscated the 
“ Astra Romana,’’ a subsidiary company 
of the Royal Dutch Shell combine, and. 
the biggest British oil company in the 
country. It also is reported that King 
Carol has recalled Monsieur Tilea, his 
Minister in London, on the ground that 
he is pro-British and was concerned in 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain's guarantee to 
Rumania. On the other hand, Monsieur 
Gafencu, who is avowedly friendly towards 
Great Britain, has been sent as Rumanian 
Minister to Moscow. The Balkan situation 
is in an almost hopeless tangle ; but there 
is no doubt that Herr Hitler is afraid 
that Russia may take advantage of the 
generai confusion to satisfy his own 
ambitions. If Russia should strike, Italy 
almost certainly would intervene, and the 
whole Balkans would be set ablaze. In 
these circumstances, it is not surprising 
that Herr Hitler and his advisers should 
be trying to bring about some kind of 
stable conditions in South-Eastern Europe 
before they turn their attention to Great 
Britain. Maintenance of supplies is 
essential to the German plans, and the 
projected attack on England will neces- 
sitate the assurance of huge quantities of 
oil. In the meanwhile, the British seem 
to be facing the future with undiminished 
confidence. They are continuing to 
strengthen their defences ; and, in spite of 
Italy’s declaration of war, their navy 


shows no signs of weakness in the 
Mediterranean.

Parish Councils 


There has been a great deal of talk 
iately about parish councils, ánd only one 
person out of a hundred in Ireland knows 
what it all means; Several years ago the 
organisation that bears the name of Muintir 
na Tire, or '“The People of the Land,'' 
began to call for parish councils in Ireland, 
directing attention to the strangely diverse 
examples of England and Portugal. It 
wanted to establish purely voluntary 
councils in every parish, whose sole pur- 
pose would be the better administration 
of the parish—unpeid councils, owing 
no allegiante either to the Department >f 
Local Government or. to the County 
Council, the Borough . Council» or any 
other local authority. The programme of 
Muintir na Tire is as familiar as it is 
admirable, and we need not enlarge upon 
it. For many months, not to say a couple 
of years, it cried in the wilderness—in 
parentheses, perhaps, we might mention 
that this newspaper took it seriously, and 
tried to fit its proposals into a formal 
scheme of local government. Then, within 
the past six months, the subject of parish 
councils assumed a new importance. All 
of a sudden they became a Government 
pet. The latest Local Government Act, to 
the general surprise. took them seriously, 
and went so far as to suggest that they 


Government money would be forthcoming. 
How, then, are the parish councils to be 
financed? The Local Government Bill has 
been suspended, so that nothing can come 
from the funds of the major local 
authorities. The Government itself has 
refused, via Mr. Ruttledge, to pay any- 
thing. Yet every parish in Ireland has 
been exhorted to establish its own council. 
Could anything be more ridiculous? We 
should like to hear the views of the

Destitution, 
indeed, is again on the increase, and last 
year, we learn, no fewer than §,615 
deserving poor families, consisting of 
23,926 persons, were assisted by the 
Society. The Dublin of to-day, as the 
remarks, is a vastly different city 
from that of 1790, the year in which the 
Society was founded. To-day there is an 
air of well-being in the streets; long lines 
of motor-cars gnd the queues outside the 
cinemas and theatres give an impression 
of. prosperity and comfortable. living. Yet 
behind the gay exterior lies a huge, less 
evident section of the community which 
enjoys hardly the bare necessities of life. 
It may be said, of course, that in these 
times no human being need be destitute: 
that the provision made by the State and 
local authorities is such as to ensure that 
no man, woman or child need be without 
the wherewithal to live. In theory the 
position is so; but in fact a very large 
amount of poverty continues to exist un- 
touched by public funds. 
men and women: still are unable to find 
regular employment; thousands more live 
so close to destitution that the arrival of 
illness plunges them into the abyss. The 
Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers’ Society 
was brought into existence to serve, to 
succour, and “to rescue this mass of un- 
touched poverty. For 150 years it. has 
ministered to the sick and needy.’ Aid is 
given not only to families who require 
relief to tide them over, difficult times, but 
over long periods to those who have been 
deprived by accident or illness of their 
means of livelihood. Grants are made for 
the recovery of tools that have had to be 
sacrificed in times of desperate need and 
for the purchase of animals for those to 
whom an animal such as a horse or a 
donkey, is an absolute necessity. Boots 
and warm clothing for children who other- 
wise would be compelled to go shivering 
to school, and coal, which can change the 
most desolate tenement room into a home, 
are among the immediate necessities pro. 
vided by the Society. Such services as 
these, however, cannot be provided with- 
out money, and the Society is to-day 
sorely in need. Times are not what they 
were for any of us—they seldom have 
been harder—but they are never quite so 
bad that we cannot afford to make some 
small contribution towards the relief of 
those whose plight is infinitely worse than 
our own. Even if they cannot see their 
way to become permanent subscribers, we 
would appeal to readers to open their 
purses on this one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the Society and show in a 
practical way their appreciation of a 
century and a half of good work. well 
done.

The Price of the Puff

Not everybody has the author's passion 
for walking. Not everybody. for that 
matter, is In a position to take a whole 
day to a walking excursion; and without 
either time or a conveyance it is impossible 
for all but a few to enjoy the charm of the 
Wicklow Mountains. I must confess that 
I have no stronger desire than Dr. Praeger 
to see the country thrown open to the 
motor car. But the modest push-bicycle is 
surely inoffensive, 

Certainly the re-making of that road 
from Hollywood (near Blessington), across 
the Wicklow Gap to Glendalough would be 
a tremendous thing for Dublin. At pre- 
sent it is, in most places, little more than 
a track, extremely uncomfortable for the 
motorist, and all but impossible to the 
cyclist. 

_ Its remaking, by the way, would provide 
quite a lot of work for quite a lot of men.

AGA KHAN COMPLETES

Queen of Shiraz Has Easy Task 
in the Irish Oaks

HE AGA KHAN completed the Irish , 
|] classic double event yesterday, when, at 
the Curragh, his filly. Queen of Shiraz, 
won the Irish Oaks in easy style by four 
lengths from another English-trained filly, 
Mr, D. S. Kennedy’s Moontraen, with Mr. 
W. Barnett’s Bold Maid a length and a half 
off, third. Last month Tur han won the 
Irish Derby in the same owner's colours, so 
the inference is that both our three-year-old 
colts and fillies are much below those on the 
other side, the majority of whom are going 
through an enforced period of inactivity. 
— of Shiraz, who is by the Derby winner, 
ahram, out of Qurrat- al-Ain, like the 
majority of the Aga Khan’s hor ses, was bred 
at the Sheshoon Stud, Co. Kildare, where 
also was bred Theresina, who won the Irish 
Oaks for His Highness in 1930.

We 
are of opinion that a minimum of fo would 
be required to cover the charges and leave a 
reasonable margin of profit. 

“We urge the Council of the Association 
to place fi ‘the hands of the responsible 
Minister of this year’s crop, with a 
view to having a fair price fixed.”
